and a T j jh e a l B o r d e r Seout. 


T he que< u iff th ■ Sioux is the w ife of 
a w h ite man. N itlrnr of them is or has 
any reason to I«1 asham ni of it. 
R od 
Cloud, w ithout question the greatest 
Indian chief of tiiis generation, gave 
her aw ay at the altar on the Sioux res­ 
ervation. The Sioux queen’s husband is 
Charles P. Jordan, brother of Lieu ten ­ 
ant- Colonel Jordan, U n ited States a r­ 
my, a cousin of General Custer and one 
of the most tried representatives of the 
government in the Indian country. 
H e 
bears the honor of L ing the only w hite 
man who was ever elected a nu mber of 
the Sio n * council. In their days of pow­ 
er, before hardly a single w h ite face had 
been seen west of the M issouri river, 
the Dakotas (Sioux w e r e one nation, 
ruled by one chief. 
The last of this au 
toeratic dynasty was Old Smoke, who 
died in 185ft after seeing his ]>eoplo 
pushed westward and his power cu rtail 
ed. A lthough the husband of more than 
one squaw, ho left but one child, a tin y 
girl, who eould hardly coo when O ld 
Smoke got ready to float upw ard to the 
happy hunting grounds. 
W h en «lying, 
he took her in his arms and named he® 
The B e a u tifu l W om an, and so she has 
since been know n. The B eau tifu l W o m ­ 
an was a princess. 
She did no work, 
but learned of missionaries, scorned dog 
meat and kept la r nails trim m ed and 
her glorious black h air 
plaited 
and 
combed. She grew to womanhood, high 
spirited, proud and capricious— an ideal 
squaw. 
But as no ideal ch ief came to 
woo her sh«' scorned an alliance w ith 
any common member of the tribe. 
Young Jordan, a fall, bright eyed 
fello w of good education and address, 
came west as clerk to the Indian agent 
at Pin e Ki«lg«*. 11«» fell in love w ith the 
princess, and his love was reciprocated 
by th«- Sioux maiden. A m i so they were 
m arried by a priest in stole and surplice 
and w ith all the form alities of the w h ite 
m an’s law s and customs. T he big Sioux 
chiefs came from m iles around to attend 
flit« wedding, the arm y oft mors from the 
neighboring posts jingled their spurs in 
tlie O ld V irg in ia reel, w hich followed 
the benediction, and the pretty Sioux 
queen has since h«« it plain Mrs. Jordan. 
A bevy of black eyed children bless the 
alliance. 
Charles P. Jordan, the Sioux 
«lin en's husband, has lived on the fron­ 
tier for m any years. 
Ho is still in his 
prime, and his adventures w ould till a 
book— or several of them. 
11«! has lioen 
scalped, shot fu ll of arrow's, has been 
tortured and even condemned to death 
by the host ilea T h irty m iles from R ose­ 
bud agency lie has a him farm and stoek 
ranch, w ell wooded w ith oak, elm, ash 
and box elder. 
There is a big orchard 
of cultivated fruits close by and a series 
of artificial dams down tin* valley, in 
w hich beaver are encourage«! to con­ 
struct their own peculiar fortifications.
